How fine would be, Mother reflects, this neighbor- 
hood could have playground, and she may reminded 
Father Furfey’s dictum that unsupervised playground worse 
than none all. Quiet, perhaps caused amazement, settles 
the lot the Sisters are spied; there are few “G’afternoon 
Sisters” accompanied the tipping caps, but things liven 
again shortly after they disappear down the next street. 

they get into the poorer section the area, pool halls and 
taverns abound, with obscenities from the 
mouths questionable characters. “Innocent” children, playing 
what they hear and see. Maybe the police should something 
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about conditions like this, Sister muses, but, Mother replies, 
long the public supports prostitution, gambling, and other forms 
vice this not likely happen. 

Their musings interrupted the roar train half block 
away, the nuns are astounded the flock children who come 
running out from nowhere watch the freight by. Some the 
more daring boys hitch ride which much more exicting than 
working those tough multiplication problems. that’s what 
they’re thinking about when they gaze out the 

the caboose rattles away, the Sisters cross the tracks and 
come their first destination the home fourth grader who 
has been absent for the past three days. Gathering their skirts 
for the trip across the loose board walk, the Sisters hope that 
ever humble” true this rickety dwelling. Betty sitting 
bed, just recovering from attack the flu. Poverty 
written capital letters all over the place but the home clean 
and the Sisters are satisfied that Betty’s good record school 
shows that there are some things more important than material 
Possessions. 

Keeping with their schedule, the Sisters bid adieu and sail 
down the dirty and unpaved street, remarking the crowds 
children playing, and how they seem live constant danger 
huge trucks come rumbling their way the near-by 
freight station. the next stop, the story not favorable. The 
mother the family has long story drunkenness and deser- 
tion the part her husband and the consequent necessity 
using Bill help keep the family alive. After hearing the sad 
history over the past several months, Mother Lux Beata and 
Sister Agatha are not surprised the way Bill has been 
up.” 

Returning the convent via different route, the principal and 
her companion observe many other things. The local movie house 
gaudily advertising cheap double bill, the usual crime and 
sex combination, which probably attractive youngsters but 
not designed build solid virtue. Drugstores offer reading ma- 
terial which successfully competes, walkaway, with the best 
that the seventh-grade reader has offer. But hospitals, play- 
grounds, and libraries are not found the area, least not 
this walk. 


Enlisting Aids 

Returning after several hours, Mother Superior finds diffi- 
culty preparing for the weekly faculty meeting Saturday night. 
Each Sister reflects the half dozen troublemakers her class 
and wonders whether any all them are subject the influ- 
ences which have been graphically described. And this just 
the beginning. 

All are stimulated look for help from various sources. 
Evidently, one the first things study all that can 
learned about the neighborhood and this end Sister ap- 
pointed search the public library downtown for material 
the general conditions health, poverty, crime, and delinquency 
the city and especially this area. 

successive walks, the Sisters shortly find out about the 
good work which the St. Vincent Paul Society doing the 
parish and without much ado, the head the organization 
contacted for consultation. graciously agrees share all his 
knowledge the district with the Sisters that they may have 
better understanding what may lie behind some the mys- 
terious antics their youngsters. More, check school records 
and Vincentian records shows some identical families and the in- 
formation, the pledge confidential, made avail- 
able the principal and the Sisters charge the classes 
where these children are enrolled. Several Vincentians are invited 
address successive faculty meetings; all agree these are just 
about the most interesting meetings they have ever had and the 
speakers are bombarded with questions. 

The school nurse, who until now has simply been someone who 
makes the principal displaced person every Wednesday morning 
taking over her office, now seen new light. She has 
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plenty information about the children and their families which 
can also used good advantage arriving 
ing the animated failures and frustrations that turn and squirm 
all day every day the school benches. 

Even the social workers are now recognized being something 
more than mere “snoopervisors” who are always prying into things 
which are none their business. Through the pastor, hepful 
soul who has frequent contacts with the Catholic Charities office 
because the poverty his parish, Mother Superior introduced 
the head the agency. The workers who have cases the 
area are willing supply information which may helpful 
specific instances and they are overjoyed that the school willing 
co-operate the program. longer will the good Sisters 
accused solving their problems expelling the children. 

But some children still elude the investigation. The director 
Catholic Charities suspects that information about them can prob- 
ably secured through the public agency and phone call 
the Social Service Exchange Central Index quickly shows that 
right. Mother urged register her school with the Exchange 
and the next few weeks surprised find that there are 
multitude agencies interested social welfare not only 
general way but very specific way with the families children 
attending her school. 

And she also discovers the sad fact that facilities and personnel 
are very limited comparison the work that should done.

American materialism experimentalism, 
Russian communism, and the perennial 


Christian way life. Experimentalism and 
communism are materialistic ways life. 
They explain man, life, morality, society, 
education, democracy fact all reality 
—in terms matter alone. This means 
that God, the spiritual, the soul, anything 
beyond the mere material order such the 
supernatural are positively denied. 

the United States, experimentalism, 
the philosophy John Dewey, seeks 
dominate the democratic way life and 
education create new social order 
patterned the teachings of. this same 
experimentalism. This philosophy not 
only materialistic “way life” but 
positively atheistic well. 

second materialistic atheistic “way 
communism. This way predominates 
Russia. recent times has been 
spreading rapidly and has engulfed many 
Central European nations. has many ex- 
ponents other European countries and 
followers Asia and the United States. 

third way life the Christian, the 
truly democratic Catholic way living. 
This way was taught and demonstrated 
Jesus Christ and founded true philos- 
ophy. preserved and perpetuated 
through the dogmas, laws, and practices 
the Catholic Church. 

the present world chaos and unrest, 
the applications materialistic philosophy 
offer distinct threat world peace. There 
positive attempt undermine and de- 
the true democratic way life which 
based Christian truths and principles 
universal justice.

pride, personal greed accept and espouse 
many the teachings and vain promises 
materialistic ways life. Under the 
misguided idea that man’s worldly standard 
living will improved “sharing 
wealth”; abolition private property; 
public control industry and the means 
production; extending greater liberty 
and less responsibility; and other spe- 
cious promises the individual which are 
said create here earth substitute 
for the Christian heaven: these ways life 
seek cast off all traditional authority, 
human and divine. only reasonable, 
then, conclude that permanent and 
enduring world peace can had only when 
the insidious and pernicious practices 
materialistic, atheistic ways life are ex- 
posed, refuted, destroyed, neutralized 
and thereby rendered incapable commit- 
ting future acts aggression. 

These materialistic ways life will 
examined briefly indicate their real 
meaning and threat peaceful world order. 


Experimentalism 

the United States, the philosophy 
John Dewey has won ever increasing 
number followers the two decades 
preceding the second world war. Many 
thinkers present feel, however, that dur- 
ing the past seven years Dewey’s philos- 
ophy has become somewhat spent 
force and will gradually “wither the 


-vine.” many localities widespread ac- 


ceptance its views has been attained 
through teachers, school administrators, 
and professors teacher-training institu- 
tions who have been thoroughly indoctrin- 
ated the theories and practices experi- 
mentalism under the label 
Education.” Referring this same educa- 
tion one noted statesman the second 
world war remarked: it, too 
many children know too little about too 
many things.” 

According experimentalism, man 
said part nature, humane an- 
imal, who differs from other animals and 
lower forms life degree but not 
kind. Man held product evolu- 
tion, and exists for society alone. His sole 
duty life serve the group and all 
times promote the material welfare so- 
ciety. All rights and duties are said have 
social origin. Thus, there are recognized 
God-given inalienable rights man 
life, liberty, and the pursuit happiness. 
Experimentalism teaches that everything 
changing man, morality, society, democ- 
racy, and education. Thus, there are said 
unchanging principles but only 
useful practices. The good found the 
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social sanction, “the mores can make any- 
thing right.” 

the method works, meets imme- 
diate need, held good. That 
which does not work proves harmful 
the group society bad. The child 
choose his own truth and this choice the 
scientific method the only guide. fact, 
the scientific method said the 
only trustworthy method. The child 
submit authority discipline except 
that imposed the group under the dic- 
tum “the greatest good for the greatest 
number.” The child encouraged re- 
spond rather only “felt needs.” 
pleases, provided such freedom, rather 
license, does harm the group nor 
meets with group disapproval. Any practice 
may adopted discarded through ex- 
pediency the so-called findings science. 
Thus, one finds experimentalism prescrib- 
ing for the ills the world such ultra- 
modern materialistic practices scientific 
religion, scientific morality, sex education, 
planned economy, mercy killing, etc. 

That experimentalism confused about 
its goals for the future and out step 
with the purposes modern democratic 
education evident from the following ad- 
mission John Dewey Fortune mag- 
azine, August, 1944: “We agree are 
uncertain where are going and 
where want and why are doing 
what do.” 

little logical reasoning shows that man 
not biological animal, product 
evolution, part nature. the other 
hand, man was divinely created and pos- 
sesses dignity beyond that all other 
earthly creation. differs kind and 
degree from the animals. Civil society exists 
for man and not man for society. Man 
member society and, such, has obliga- 
tions promote the legitimate welfare 
society and the common good. has also 
supernatural destiny and must achieve 
that destiny through conduct conformity 
the moral law, aided, course, divine 
grace. All human rights and duties have 
their source primarily God and second- 
arily the family and the state. They must 
directed their every exercise God’s 
law the fulfillment the individual and 
social purposes for which these rights and 
duties exist. 

Despite the crusade experimentalism 
undermine authority, substitute for 
God’s law so-called “scientific morality,” 
dehumanize man, make society and 
the reconstruction constantly changing 
social order the goals life and education, 
there remains universal norm morality, 
moral law, founded truth and good- 
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ness. All men will judged according 
this moral law. Furthermore, contrary 
the teachings experimentalism, only 
conformity this law that the nations 
the world can restore all men that 
“tranquillity order” which the univer- 
sal peace with justice awaited the 
peoples and nations the world. 


Communism 


Another materialistic way life com- 
munism. seeks establish dictatorship 
the proletariat, the propertyless wage 
earners, all countries the world. This 
will achieved infiltration, economic 
unrest, revolution, violence, any other 
means necessary attain classless, col- 
lectivist society. All property, all labor, and 
all individual activities are controlled 
and used promote the cause com- 
munism. Hence there permitted 
private ownership property, individ- 
ual enterprise pursuit vocational inter- 
ests. The Marxian slogan “labor alone gives 
value” applied and each person good 
standing share the goods produced 
according his need. Communism decides 
what are man’s material needs. settles, 
moreover, the question one’s vocation, 
how many hours and under what conditions 
the laborer work, and what 
produced. Right and wrong are judged 
social and economic tests and not God’s 
law. That which materially advances the 
cause communism said good. All

political organizations, creating dissension, 
encouraging and engaging un-American 
practices. Russia, however, there are 
labor unions political and social organ- 
izations other than what exact con- 
formity the party line. real wages 
are paid; there can strikes; there 
limited work day week. fact each 
person expected contribute according 
his ability and turn receives accord- 
ing his bare material needs. There are 
communists who are elected public office 
the United States; yet their very ideol- 
ogy seeks the overthrow the Constitution 
the United States and its government.

The Necessity Authority 


Freedom based eternal truths, 
man’s inner powers and inalienable rights. 
These not change with individual inter- 
pretation nor are they subject the condi- 
tions time, place, circumstances. 
Man’s powers and rights are gifts from his 
Creator. The liberty use and enjoy these 
gifts must exercised the individual 
always conformity the moral law and 
with solicitude for the rights one’s fellow 
men.

Some scientific 
and moral truths are known only the 
most learned; they are not thoroughly 
understood the average person but are 
accepted because authority. the spir- 
itual order certain truths, directly con- 
cerned with man’s salvation, are entrusted 
the authority the Catholic Church. 
one this world can have full under- 
standing them; they are mysteries 
faith. this case faith based authority 
revelation must substituted for full 
knowledge. Authority, then, times, must 
substitute for freedom. This espe- 
cially those matters wherein proper tem- 
poral and spiritual good make reasonably 
evident the need for such substitution. 

Authority necessary limitation 
freedom when the individual unable 
unwilling conform recognized moral 
and social standards. Without authority 
this case the lives many could 
peril. Authority rightly exercised guaran- 
tees the maximum expression man’s free- 
dom. assists the individual these 
things which, agreement with his rational 
nature, ought do. should re- 
membered that the power what one 
freedom its true meaning.

life, which the Christian democratic way 
life. constructed the unchanging 
truths human wisdom and divine revela- 
tion. only when these truths govern 
all individual, social, civic, and interna- 
tional conduct that freedom can had. 


What Democracy 

The Christian democratic way life 
embraces the right meaning democracy. 
Democracy has its origins human nature. 
follows from the fact man’s social 
nature. Its fulfillment dependent the 
fact that man free co-operate with 
others. 


Democracy life based universal 
moral law, the immutable law God. This 
law sets forth the unchanging principles 
morality. These principles embrace Chris- 
tian charity and justice and make known 
the divinely instituted plan which human 
conduct must conformed fulfill the 
purpose man’s existence. gov- 
erns every expression man’s inalienable 
rights. When the individual knows that his 
inalienable rights are gifts from God and 
not from the state, more inclined 
conform God’s law. Such inclination and 
conformity necessary for all freedom. 

the correct meaning democracy ac- 
cepts the individual’s true origin, nature, 
and final destiny. embraces the right pur- 
poses society and the mutual relations 
between the individual and society gov- 
erned the proper interpretation free- 
dom and authority. Democracy proclaims 
the worth and dignity the individuals 
above all material purposes and goals. 
voices the truth that civil society exists 
for man. teaches that God the Creator 
man and the state, and the source all 
rights, duties, authority, and freedom. 

Democracy may exist under various 
names forms governmental organiza- 
tion. Each these forms, truly demo- 
cratic, must dominated eternal moral 
principles. When any government fails 
abide the sanctions moral and reli- 
gious principles, human nature usually 
debased and distorted, man’s inalienable 
rights are denied given limited expres- 
sion, and freedom frustrated. 

Catholic philosophy education empha- 
sizes that the five following principles 
democracy must accepted and applied 
the individual enjoy the Christian 
democratic way life. 

The worth and dignity the indi- 
vidual rest his divine creation, his moral 
nature, his inalienable rights, his redemp- 
tion Christ, and his membership the 
mystical body Christ. 

Civil society exists for man and not 
man for society. Both man and society have 
duties toward each other. order ob- 
tain that measure material goods nec- 
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essary for the practice virtue, the indi- 
vidual must participate the affairs 
society. 

Freedom gift from the Creator 
enable man fulfill his purposes life and 
attain his final destiny. Likewise, authority 
necessary means provided the Crea- 
tor direct man the proper exercise 
freedom. Man truly free his conduct 
when submits legitimate authority. 

All rights and duties have their origin 
God. The exercise these rights and 
duties must according God’s law and 
the purposes for which they exist. 

All men are equal origin, nature, 
and purpose before the Father and before 


His Eminence Francis Cardinal Spellman 
has issued statement which makes clear

Again repeat that firmly believe and 
shall ever uphold the American right free 
speech which not only permits but encourages 
differences opinion. line with this great 
American privilege have stated that 
consistent and just defend children who 
attend and other private schools 
from what feel unfair discrimination. 

important that everyone should under- 
stand clearly what are asking for under 
constitutional law, and, for what are not 
asking. are not asking for general public 
support religious schools. the state 
New York, practically every other state, 
the State Constitution prohibits the use 
public funds for the support sectarian 
schools: The Supreme Court the United 
States has interpreted the Federal Constitu- 
tion the same sense. 

Under the Constitution not ask nor 
can expect public funds pay for the 
construction repair parochial school 
for other maintenance costs: 

There are, however, other 
penses involved education, expenses for 
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the law. They are not equal talents, in- 
terests, abilities, and vocational efficiency. 
The majority should rule, moreover, with 
the provision that such rule shall 
violence the individual, his inalienable 
rights life, property, liberty, and the pur- 
suit happiness, the moral law gov- 
erning all individual and social conduct.

for the first time, adopt discriminatory 
policy the field education.

His Eminence, Cardinal Spellman, called 
Thursday evening, August fourth. asked 
like release. have read and think 
clarifying and fair statement. 

Paragraph Number Two His 
statement emphasizes the point which many 
citizens the United States, very impor- 
tant, namely, that federal funds appro- 
priated for public schools the Congress 
shall used except provided the 
Constitution. 

That means that funds appropriated for 
school buildings, the maintenance school 
buildings, the equalization school terms 
throughout the country, and the improvement 
teachers’ salaries, which would tend 
equalize educational opportunities for all chil- 
dren, all parts our country and would 
obliterate any discrimination public schools, 
can available only public schools. 

The Cardinal’s statement makes the point 
that the Supreme Court has declared con- 
stitutional for states use state federal 
funds for “auxiliary services.” There has been 
feeling among many citizens that the use 
federal funds for “auxiliary services” might 
lead change the interpretation the 
Constitution. The Cardinal’s statement 
clear this Constitutional point.

Those students the tradi- 
tional academic course may have rather 
snobbish attitude toward those registered 
the more practical courses, although 
some the so-called college material may 
not doing particularly well their own 
classes and might much more profitably 
engaged the more plebeian arithmetic. 
passing, may mention that the superior 
attitude toward students general mathe- 
matics courses not limited entirely their 
fellow sudents. Their parents may not think

They are the ones who will have the 
responsibility making decisions for others 
and working for support these deci- 
sions. They must have experience study- 
ing the quantitative aspects consumer 
and social problems, not now included 
their curriculum, and understanding the 
needs all types they learn 
quickly, perhaps all this can accom- 
plished one semester, but matter how 
long takes, every high school student 
should have some sort opportunity 
make quantitative interpretations the 
social and consumer issues will meet, 
whether takes one term considerably 
longer. 

Both groups students, college prepara- 
tory not, should somewhere taught 
the ordinary practical details arithmetic 
used everyday life, which are not now 
found textbooks, except perhaps 
specialized courses like commercial arith- 
metic. For example, several weeks ago 
heard college girl ask post-office clerk 
what was the point registering letter.

OPPOSE FEDERAL AID 


The following letter recently was addressed 
the chairman the House Committee 
Education and Labor, Very Rev. 
Flynn, president St. Thomas College (St. 
Paul, Minn.) and president the American 
Association Colleges for 1949-50. 

Dear Mr. Lesinski: 

wholly opposed any continuing pro- 
gram federal aid education, for the very 
simple reason that such program, devel- 
oped any significant extent, would inevitably 
lead federal control. Anyone with more than 
ten minutes’ experience political life knows 
this true. not opposed tem- 
porary grants aid the Federal Government 
the states for emergency needs education, 
any other sphere their activities, once 
need demonstrated which beyond the 
powers the individual states meet. How- 
ever, opinion that the statistics now 
being quoted support federal aid for the 
states are, for the most part, out date; 
should therefore like recommend that 
action taken the Congress until sufficient 
data can assembled for intelligent considera- 


tion the problem. After all, this matter 
not like the attack Pearl Harbor; not 
emergency that demands action overnight. 
Our nation less than two centuries old, and 
that period have built the greatest 
system public education the world. 
not yet perfect, let exercise little pa- 
tience, and let avoid any precipitous action 
which might throw out the baby with the bath. 
None our institutions America perfect 
press, our radio, our stage, our demo- 
cratic form representative government; 
wish them all improved, but not any means 
whatever, regardless the risks involved. 

Least all, opinion, wish our 
educational system improved means in- 
herently dangerous. Far better for struggle 
along with its imperfections, gradually improv- 
ing its constituents grow wisdom, than 
have immediately raised higher stand- 
ards set federal authority. 

The ways freedom are indeed often slower 
than those despotism; but most Americans, 
submit, still prefer freedom any des- 
potism, however benevolent.

However, this does not 
prevent him from saying such limited 
areas, would heartily support federal 
aid under formulas that would permit 
abuse, direct interference, the federal 
authority educational processes.” 

Senator Wayne Morse Oregon attacks 
General Eisenhower and behold the Na- 
tional Education Association devotes itself

Assemble Your Tools 


Admitting, then, assuredly do, that 
preparation absolutely necessary for 
just and appropriate recitation assignment, 
how essential must the proper de- 
velopment recitation. Here, ever, all 
the resources the teacher must called 
into play, that she may adapt the subject 
matter the minds her pupils, that she 
may present manner once attrac- 
tive and effective. Here the cost fore- 
thought she must have hand illustrations 
that will entertain the child and the 
same time serve fix his memory the 
things which have been presented. Here 
she should have ready for available use 
material that will bring out her thought 
upon the subject concrete manner, 
such as, for instance, teaching mathe- 
matics, sticks count, blocks with which 
explain fractions and cube root. Here, 
too, she must have hand reference books 
history, English, and every other 
branch, that, research necessary, she 
may direct her class correct and safe 
sources information.

How different the moral attitude 
the prepared teacher from that the un- 
prepared teacher! The prepared teacher 
optimistic; she peace; she has done 
her best, and expects good results. The un- 
prepared teacher pessimistic, fearful, 
peevish, and soon makes manifest, 
“Johnny,” precocious lad, chances ask 
the one thing the lesson that 
she does not remember. Poor unsuspecting 
Johnny told briefly, but not calmly, that 
his question untimely. Meanwhile, the 
chagrined teacher seeks hurried, 
comfortable perturbation the information 
which her troubled state, with sixty 
perhaps more curious eyes fixed upon her, 
imposible find. She may succeed 
hiding her ignorance, but not her want 
preparation. the other hand, the 
teacher who has prepared her work will 
rejoice that Johnny interested his 
studies, will commend him for it, and will 
see that her work being blessed. 

From our view the subject clear 
that the pupil’s preparation for reci- 
tation depends entirely and obviously upon 
the teacher’s preparation; slipshod teach- 
cannot expect have careful pupils, 
neither can indifferent teacher expect 
have enthusiastic pupils, nor noisy teach- 
have quiet pupils. Hence should 
begin each class with spirit recollec- 
tion, with attention, with interest. Let 
require our pupils stand sit erect, 
answer clear animated voice, 
exact, precise, and the same time natural 
and easy their manner, warning them 
against haste and frivolity. Let us, above 
all, and all, insist accuracy the 
replies our pupils, inspiring them with 
righteous horror “nearly answers.

Finally, since teaching our lifework, 
and since know the injury 
ourselves, our pupils, our patrons, and 
our institute going into the classroom 
unprepared, let determined 
nothing except our spiritual duties shall 
prevent from daily preparing our school- 
work.

Study one the most sublime all 
human activities. serious action and 
close prayer. Its stupendous sphere 
embraces the Creator all things and all 
things created. Proceeding, does, from 
the senses, study calls into action all the 
noblest faculties the human soul: intellect, 
will, memory, imagination. Study may de- 
the sum total all our mental efforts 
acquire knowledge. 

censure students for not knowing how 
study, but who has ever taken time 
teach them how? Years ago one wrote 


two three decades the literature that 
has increased much. Instead taking 
through the labyrinthian meanderings 
the ways and means study recommended 
many authors, shall confine this discus- 
sion teaching students how study 
three essentials which underlie all successful 
study. These three essentials are: (1) de- 
sire learn; (2) profound concentration; 
(3) relative comprehension (at least). When 
teaching the student how study, begin 
instilling him desire learn; teach him 
concentrate; and finally, help him learn 
how comprehend. 


Desire 


Let now consider the first these re- 
quirements, instilling into the student desire 
for study. All specific advice concerning read- 
ing, note taking, listening, observing, experi- 
menting, tackling problems, forming good 
study habits secondary. There one basic 
fundamental and indispensable requirement 
for effective study. Without it, even though 
all else favorable, real study impossible; 
with it, there can failure; results will 
achieved despite ignorance all the fine 
points how study. This key requirement, 
this driving motive desire learn, 
will do.” you would teach the student 
how study, develop him first all the 
feeling want master his studies, and 
will master them; all else subordinate 
that. After the will, the powerful faculty 
the soul, has been called into action, the in- 
tellect, through the influence the senses, 
will become alert and active; and finally, the 
Memory and the imagination, the executive 
faculties, will begin star the stage 
learning. 

But, you will ask, “How can this spirit 
developed?” First, teach the student build 
definite ambitions and ideals toward which 
his studies will lead. Depict him the con- 
poor work, and the reward, even 
this life, work well done. Picture clearly 
him the satisfaction that will come with 
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aything how study; but within the past.

success, and the disappointment 
come with failure. Teach him plan his life. 
Teach him study first his purpose life 
and show him the necessity knowing the 
means attain that purpose. Make him rec- 
ognize frankly the failure duty neg- 
lects perform the task that God expects 
him. special obligation every reli- 
gious teacher impress upon the mind 
each student his responsibility knowing that 
his goal eternal happiness, and that the only 
way attain that goal not only know 
the means but actually apply them. little 
guidance the form supernatural direction 
given daily the student will necessity 
become for him excellent incentive seri- 
ous study. will not resent such guidance; 
will learn love it. 

There second factor that will help the 
student attain desire for study. the 
desire that comes from inherent interest 
the subject itself. Apart from the external in- 
centives mentioned, interest must grow 
about particular problems and topics desire 
study these things for their own sake. 
There are four rules that will not fail de- 
velop interest subject: 

Acquire information about the subject. 
What know, love. Knowledge and love 
belong together. Help the student become 
acquainted with the tools knowledge, the 
library and its contents, with the fine 
points professional baseball team. 

Teach him tie the new information 
his old bodies knowledge. other words, 
teach association ideas. 

Make the new information personal. This 
discussion teaching students how study, 
for example, interest for you only you 
think may aid you. 

Take active attitude toward the sub- 
ject studied and use the new knowledge. 
Question. Anticipate. Think. Talk. Write about 
the ideas that you hear class. 

the teacher leads the student desire 
for study, her own burden will lightened; 
and the student will perform his activities 
with eager interest. Teach the student an- 
ticipate difficulties and uninteresting points; 
teach him that must master them despite 
the hardships attached; that must take 
himself hand. The following hints will help 
the student gain the decisiveness that 
essential carrying good resolutions into 
actual practice. There are six them: 

Feel intensely the urge the task 
before you. Make clear yourself the rela- 
tion the present task your later studies 
and your goal life. 

Get set for study. Have definite place, 
table, chair, etc., which, when you sit there, 
will mean study. 

Make your task definite. Decide what 
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must done and when. Break the whole job 
the definite piece work before you. 

Begin work! Don’t loiter away time. 
Budget your time you budget your money. 
Keep clearly before you this one job. Forget 
everything else. Hold yourself your work 
sheer force. 

Concentrate. shall say more about 
this later.) Check every tendency day- 
dream. 

Remove all worries. you have worries 
problems that interfere with your study, 
face them; and adopt the most reasonable 
solutions you can find. 

you teach the student that rules for study 
are useful only far persistently ap- 
plies them day after day; that forming good 
habits study takes time; that must 
hammer away steadily produce results; 
and above all, that study the foundation 
his whole future, temporal and eternal, you 
will have helped him attain the first the 
three requirements for good study. the 


II. Concentrate 


the student has attained true desire for 
study, will have little difficulty finding 
means so. will almost 
learn that must concentrate. Let direct 
our attention this most difficult work, con- 
centration, The student often has but vague 
idea what meant concentration. 

Concentration means being absorbed 
study oblivious everything else. 
means focusing our attention undividedly 
the work hand that shunt off every 
irrelevant thought; means being blind and 
deaf every kind distraction; means 
forbidding ourselves every kind dawdling. 
means, finally, digging for the important 
idea, and not stopping until have found it. 

How can this done? can done 
partly will power, partly elimination, 
and partly not all. shall help the stu- 
dent his effort concentrate tell him 
have fixed time and fixed place for study; 
teach him cultivate systematic habits 
study. means little heroism the 
exercise his will, the student can force 
himself begin work once; permit 
will, compel himself stay his work re- 
gardless the apparent necessity for doing 
other things during the time his assigned 
study period. Teach him sit down and 
remain his desk until predetermined 
amount his work finished. This much 
the job concentration lies the will. The 
will must command the mind and demand 
results. first this persistence seems like 
slow martyrdom; later becomes fascinating 
and actually source joy! 

Will power the first aid concentration; 
besides it, there another. elimination 
elimination all distractions! This un- 
attainable ideal, know; and cannot 
attained absolutely. doubtful whether 
could achieve best results studying 
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soundproof room. Common distractions are 
numerous that must reduce those that can 
avoided summary treatmen. Then 
speak three kinds: (1) distractions the 
surroundings (noise, glare lights, draft, 
etc.); (2) distractions arising from one’s body 
(fatigue, headache, discomfort, etc.); (3) dis- 
tractions one’s mind. 

The best advice is, get away from all dis- 
tracting influences. Choose quiet comfortable 
(not comfortable too relaxing) place 
for your study. Avoid undue fatigue, main- 
tain sound health wisely using the means 
thereto. must admitted that not all 
distractions, whether arising from surround- 
ings, physical conditions the body, what- 
ever else may their cause, can elimi- 
nated; hence the student must learn 
concentrate despite some distractions. must 
depend upon his own interest his studies 
and his ability hold himself his work 
despite difficulties. thoughts other du- 
ties, problems, queries come, can dispose 
them jotting them down immediately 
memorandum pad provided for that pur- 
pose, thus freeing his mind once from the 
annoying tensions. 

These specific directions and suggestions 
have direct bearing better concentration. 
They are not substitute for charity the 
study room where Christlike student knows 
how avoid all unnecessary disturbance. 
Mind wandering often symptom in- 
sufficient interest and poor study procedures; 
not itself the seat disorder. 

The teacher herself can frequently the 
best antidote for lack concentration study 
periods. she, herself, prepares and plans 
her work such way that the so-called 
recitation period will constant call upon 
the student show how much and how well 
has thought out the problem assigned; 
and she will ask only thought-provoking 
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questions oral discussions and written tests, 
the student will soon realize that mere mem- 
ory work, which but the by-product 
study, will not suffice. 

maintain that the student will learn how 
proportion the measure that his teacher 
knows how concentrate and actually does 
preparing and planning her lessons. The 
teacher who slovenly preparation and 
presents her material cloudy manner will 
get cloudy and muddy responses from her 
students because the student his attitude 
and method study perfect reflection 
his teacher and her attitude and method. 
the student knows that the teacher expects 
only memorized lesson, will memorize. 
knows that the teacher wants many 
pages well written, will give her many 
pages beautiful chirography. knows 
that she marks 100 per cent for artistic 
“top sheet,” will scour the attic for the 
attractive picture, and will enlist the neighbor- 
ing artists, well the domestic ones, 
procure the appropriate design. the stu- 
dent knows, however, that the teacher requires 
outline, mental written, both, the 
history lesson, not the 
style, but lengthwise comparative analysis 
and synthesis, will give her that. leave 
you decide which teacher has taught how 
concentrate. 

Now that have discovered that teaching 
how study demands first and foremost 
instilling desire study; second, teaching 
how concentrate; need but discuss 
the one remaining factor, the third and last, 
secure our end; and that teaching how 
comprehend. 


III. Comprehend 


The ability comprehend direct ratio 
the ability read effectively. The student 
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who cannot read, will seriously hand. 
capped throughout his years school life 
will always remain like the little girl 
wrote her composition that “St. Joseph 
just man.” She maintained that her 
History said so. the student has not 
taught how get correctly the essence 
student. 

There are two main types reading, 
rapid and the thoughtful. rapid reading, 
read for large ideas; skim wisely; 
this type all kinds research. The othe 
type, the thoughtful type, the kind that cop. 
cerns here, not necessarily the slow 
Slow reading does not always mean 
hensible reading. thoughtful reading, 
student thinks reads and tries estab. 
lish associations and mental summaries. 
types reading, the rapid and the 
presuppose knowledge the tools study: 
dictionaries all kinds, encyclopedias, 
tables contents, card files, keys, 
graphs, statistic diagrams, Readers’ 
atlases, yearbooks, and, general, the 
ganization and operation the library. 

When the teacher begins any new 
the first thing for her help 
student prepare his mind teaching him 
how think about the topic before 
read. Teach him that does this best 
class during the time the presentation 
the background the unit study. 
that the student should take notes the 
essential points the topic; should ob- 
serve with great care all the notes and sym- 
bols that the teacher places the 
board; and, the course the presentation, 
should observe the nature the ideas 
familiar him. After class, the student goes 
the study period, reads over 
thoughtfully recalling what the teacher 
said; and organizes his notes under majo 
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questions. using the dictionary and en- 
familiarizes himself with all 
that are vague him. Next, pro- 
ceeds think through the entire problem 
make sure that his, knowledge clear. 
mental outline that has acquired from his 
thinking through the problem. The good 
teacher demands that the student get few 
fundamental ideas clearly whatever else 
may get fail get. His outline will con- 
tain these fundamental ideas. 


Finally, means study tools, the stu- 


dent elaborates what has learned. Read- 
ing about the topic from various supplemen- 
tary books clarifies his perspective; and 
proceeds find key sentences, evaluate, 


criticize, make comparisons, realize 
the full significance the problem; learns, 
too, that not all that printed fact; 
therefore, compelled make his own 
decisions. Doing this persistently teaches him 
comprehend; for, must get not only the 
main points, but must wisely accept and 
details. This activity stimulates his 
memory because compels him frequently 
recall the topic. When can easily recall 
the topic, proceeds recall the main points 
his outline the topic. After that en- 
deavors recall, not only the topic and 
each main point, but means his imagi- 
nation, proceeds recall associated ideas, 
and dress his skeleton knowledge with 
its essential details. his comprehension 
thorough enough, will have outline with 
correct logical sequence attired all its im- 
portant associative details; has good 
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outline, will find memory work compara- 
tively easy. 

summarize: First plant the student 
desire learn; second, teach him how 
and third and finally, assist him 
learn how comprehend. Three magic 
words: desire, concentrate, comprehend will 
the trick. 

When have taught the student how 
study, have taught him how live; for, 
what study but the vigorous application 
God-given faculties the task under- 
standing how can best attain our purpose 
life and finding means our final goal, 
the ultimate possession the beatific vision! 
are made happy! teaching the 
student how study, teach him how 
God’s will, which for him present study. 
does God’s will, happy and 
peace. 

incumbent upon religious teachers, 
not passive way only, but very active 
way, impress this fact upon the mind 
each student, that study not with the base 
and ugly motive pass, but secure his 
future this life, which rightly followed, 
will lead him his ultimate goal, eternal 
happiness. Teach the student know his goal, 
and help him apply the means get it, 
and you will win for him and for yourself 
the approbation the Holy Spirit which 
comes through the medium Daniel 
12:3: they that are learned shall shine 
the brightness the firmament; and they 
that instruct many justice, stars for all 
eternity.”

So, school newspapers, look 
your features, both secular and religious, 
diffuse Catholic ideals. Direct preaching will 
neither gather readers nor influence friends. 
its features does paper gain its disting- 
characteristics. Through its features 
does paper achieve human interest and life. 


Features Abound 


What will make feature story? Any news 
with some unusualness. Any items straight 
must overlook. Subjects abound every 
school. Because religion, sources are more 
extensive Catholic than public schools. 
Therefore, only the religious sources will 
discussed this article. 

Before these almost 
are considered, the three functions feature

olic school? Firs, every school has number 
religious organizations teeming with material 
and activities, such meetings, dances, study 
units, contests, drives, pageants, picnics, ini- 
tiations, and the like. Every school has stu- 
dents engaged such groups either out 
school Sodality Legion Mary, Cath- 
olic Students Mission Crusade, Legion 
Decency, study clubs, Mission Society, Scap- 
ular Third Order, Junior Holy Name, 
Tabernacle Sanctuary Society, Propagation 
the Faith, Christ Child Society, Chi Rho 
teen-age club, Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, choir, 
St. John Berchman’s Society, Eucharistic 
League, Confraternity, Apostleship Prayer, 
Catholic Action, Junior Catholic Daughters, 
Catholic Book Club. there one this 
list that does not exist your school but 
would have place there, why doesn’t the 
newspaper start promotion series? could 
comprise stories such group near-by 
schools, administration support, functions, pro- 
gram, and others.

The school paper can 
give them chance “rise and shine” via 
features. Mission and charitable projects, both 
civic and religious, play important role 
school life and are often neglected the col- 
umns the paper reported dull past 
news events. Laughs are all along the way 
accomplishing these deeds. Incorporate such 
stories behind the news drives for clothing, 
food, books, magazines and stamps, Christmas 
card sales, Christmas baskets, mite boxes, 
orphans’ parties, Mile o’Dimes, Red Cross, 
Community Chest and other funds, hospital 
visits and caroling, refreshments and entertain- 
ment homes for the aged, sewing and art 
work for the missioners, Catholic diocesan 
newspaper campaigns, ransoming foreign 
babies, catechists’ experiences. world 
human interest lies each these activities 
only waiting recorded for avid readers. 


Seasonal News Features 


Seasonal religious subjects are numerous 
for features that impossible include 
all. Here are some suggestions. you tie 
with your school and the students the monthly 
dedications the Rosary, the Poor Souls, the 
Blessed Mother, the Guardian Angels, the 
Sacred Heart? The liturgical year provides 
sources aplenty— Advent, Lent, etc. The 
liturgy can connected with family life and 
classroom activities. you cover some 
these seasonal events during the year feast 
days teachers and students, patron saints, 
faculty and order anniversaries, processions 
for May Corpus Christi, novenas, Forty 
Hours, triduums, holydays, Ember Days, First 
Friday, Holy Week? 

Also this category comes succession 
“weeks” during the school Catholic 
Press Month, Catholic Book Week, Catholic 
Education Week, Mission Month. What your 
school doing observe these religious occur- 
rences? Who your environs could inter- 
viewed topic related these should the 
observance meager your school? 
large number readers desired, emphasis 
must the human interest factor, and the 
manner writing must lively. Vocation 
Week big affair most schools. What 
postulants have been drawn from the student 
body? What alumni? What students have rela- 
tives who are religious? Which religious orders 
are the vicinity? the Catholic mother 
the state alumna? alert staff can pile 
other angles Vocation Week which can 
featured. 


Occasional Features 


Regularly other religious events 
retreats, days recollection, 
Rosary, blessing class rings, communion 
breakfasts (opportunity for speech report), 
musical programs, liturgical presentations, 
May altar competitions, grotto decorations, 
drama programs assemblies, art exhibits, 
Rosary crusades, prayer campaigns, and con- 
tests. The religion classes must have some 
projects worthy publication from time 
time. Scripture readings ever figure the 
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life your school? Are there any hymns orig- 
inal your school community? Has re- 
porter ever surveyed the religious mottoes 
the blackboards around the school? Every 
student and teacher has experienced some 
humorous story connected with religion. 
many schools, there weekly Missa recitata 
which students answer responses usually 
given the altar boy. How did this practice 
start? What has been its development? When 
was the custom inaugurated your school? 
Answers these questions and others could 
furnish feature. 

From the visiting clergy, dignitaries, mis- 
sionaries, speakers, the chaplain, the school 
superintendent, and religious moderators, fea- 
ture stories can originate. 

What students know the history the 
school parish? The oldest parishioner? The 
family longest settled there? The order’s 
founder? The school’s founder? The school 
patron? (But humanize with not 
kill with statistics!) Other convents the 
order this country and foreign countries? 
The school seal? The chapel furnishings and 
windows? Statues, pictures, and shrines around 
the building and campus? Religious traditions? 
Memorials? 

Publicizing church activities will reap good 
will and interest the pastor and parishioners 
the high school attached parish. Con- 
necting students with the news localizes the 
event the school.

guide instruct, the second function 
feature, thus far implied attracting 
reader support participation, can amply 
and unsuspectedly provided. Polls interest 
readers. Religious areas are plentiful the 
percentage attending daily Mass, Communions 
received daily and weekly, the most popular 
Catholic pamphlet book magazine. The 
roving reporter could wander into the chapel 
and report findings. Surveys Catholic prac- 
tices, devotion the Blessed Mother, offer 
inquiring reporter opportunities. Such one 
could present: What your favorite Marian 
devotion? What your favorite feast our 
Lady? What your favorite hymn our 
Lady? Did you see “The Song Bernadette?” 
Would you enjoy another such motion pic- 
ture? Why? (If done conjunction with 
other schools, results could sent movie 
producers.) you have any suggestions for 
one? Why should every have 
particular devotion our Lady? there 
anything you would like add about Mary? 

Under this guidance function would come 
reviews. The newspaper has the responsibility 
keeping its readers informed events 
concern the book, radio, and movie world. 
Catholic movies, for example “The Song 
Bernadette,” and Christian, idealistic plays 
and motion pictures should reviewed while 
the reader still has chance see them. All 
vitiated, however, the writer preaches 
should inform only, leaving the urging and 
acting the result his clever presentation. 
Catholic periodicals, either available the 
school library locally, the school pamphlet 
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rack, new Catholic books the library, and 
Catholic radio programs can items for in- 
teresting reviews the school paper.

General Principles 


Following certain principles will make these 
features appeal.

will draw the reader’s attention. quotation, 
phrase, any freak start—and the reader 
sails into the body the story, generally not 
more than 250 words length.

Often dialogue, exaggeration, 
ample, narration, comparison aid the 
successful development feature. The 
climax feature, unlike that straight 
news story, can appear the but 
telltale head that case. The good faculty 
adviser does not write the stories, lest they 
lack the student punch essential their 
reader success; but, the reporter edits and 
re-edits his work after necessary teacher sug- 
gestions.

Any teacher who has taught tried 
poetry knows that easy task. 
seems particularly difficult get boys 
interested poetry, especially lyric poetry. 
They say poetry what Grumpy said 
Snow White’s love song, Girls re- 
spond more easily the delicacy, charm, and 
expressed poetry. Boys tend 
fown those same qualities and regard 
such poetry The problem 
teaching the lyric boys greater chal- 
lenge the teacher; teaching any 
petry for that matter. Most the remarks 
made here, although they will pertain all

boys, and getting them interested poetry. 

Recently, took small private survey 
students, and asked them questions 
The students asked were, believe, 
representative group the students our 
Catholic high schools.

“What can get out it?” Not only that, 
but sense the teacher owes his 
students show them the application their 
own lives. After all, training them for 
future life. There hidden power and 
beauty poetry which, shown students, 
will open their eyes new worlds and their 
minds new ideas. 


Stories Are Popular 


Besides explaining the emotion the poem, 
the teacher should give the story. story, 
particularly interesting story, holds en- 
chantment for the high school student.

Seniors would get more out and 
Rustum than freshmen would. Grading an- 
other secret good poetry teaching. know 
what will interest the students, where their 
is, will enable the teacher give the 
class poetry which they will find interesting. 


The Teacher Can Help 


the teacher endeavors explain these 
various things about poetry, the students will 
get much more out it. They will gain 
knowledge and lose prejudice. they can 
learn understand the poem, they will begin 
appreciate poetry. All this presupposes one 
thing most important thing. Perhaps the 
most frequent comment the questionnaires 
handed the students under the question, 
“What you think would help make poetry 
more interesting the student?” was: good 
reading it. the students learn like 
poetry, they will learn from the teacher. They 
read little poetry themselves, and for many 
the only poetry they hear the poetry read 
the teacher. done poorly, un- 
enthusiastically, sloppily, stopping for 
end rhymes, mispronouncing words, missing 
the rhythm, misinterpreting the meaning, 
there little chance the student will become 
very interested poetry. Every teacher should 
endeavor excel the art reading. 
received compliment once, which pass 
way illustration. were taking through 
the Merchant Venice, and when had 
finished the courtroom scene student came 
and said, learn more about Shakespeare 
listening you than would any other way.” 
Good reading begets interest, which turn 
begets enthusiasm.

lead block (or wood block) 

tracer (or cold chisel with dull

oval stake (or wood block with rounded 
corner) 


This project can made with limited 
tool equipment and may attempted 
beginners metal craft. The step-by-step 
instructions shown detail drawing should 
sufficient for experienced teachers stu- 
dents, while beginners will find some the 
textbooks art metal craft great help. 

After procuring the metal disk, clean sur- 
face with steel wool and transfer outline 
design, shown dotted lines detail, 
onto metal. This may also done freehand, 
some variation from detail permissible. 
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leaf entirely different design can 
drawn onto the disk, keeping mind the 
limitations and possibilities shaping into 
tray. 

Now cut outline with jeweler’s saw with 
tin snip and file edges smooth. Some metal- 
workers prefer use hammer and small 
chisel for cutting.

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FRACTIONS THE MIDDLE GRADES 


The so-called formal teaching the proc- 
esses fractions our modern curriculum 
usually assigned syllabi the major 
teaching units the fifth grade.

efficient -means for good teaching re- 
sults the grouping pupils according 
their ability. cannot expect all children 
the same level intelligence ac- 
complishment. This difference can best met 
group work. Our Blessed Lord Himself 
has supplied the suggestion His parable 
the talents. One servant had ten, another five, 
and still another only one. The servant with 
one talent was not expected gain ten 
more but would have received full reward 
and merit for another one. not, 
teachers, often expect our pupils only one 
talent gain ten along with the more highly 
gifted pupil? 

avoid this mistake the teacher should 
try discover the beginning the term 
the accomplishment each her charges.

The teacher herself must determine how

Sometimes may happen, that 
pupil with God-given talent ten will

will well for the teacher remember 
this, that all cannot acquire the same stand- 
ards but that all, except those that are actually 
feeble minded (and these are the very few) 
can learn something and thereby increase 
according their God-given ability the tal- 
ents that they have received from loving 
Father.

Thinking Together 

Once suitable subject has been selected 
desirable allow general discussion 
developing its possibilities. Members the 
class can contribute valuable information, 
especially current events, radio programs, 
and hobbies. What the pupil himself knows 
should pointed out foundation 
which build new thought structure.

For subject that invites more than one 
paragraph development, outline will 
help the children observe unity and co- 
whole, will have the added value being 
easily understandable. Without definite ideas 
and objectives inspire expression indi- 
vidual opinion, cannot hope produce 
good literary work the classroom. Below 
are offered few sample outlines, prepared 
the room the children the lesson pre- 
ceding the first draft the composition. 


Appropriate Introduction 


Next the program must come the good 
beginning opening. Originality and interest 
writing our aim here and both these 
factors must present the introduction 
any piece work. Impress upon the chil- 
dren the need arousing the attention 
the reader.

Study the heading news articles.‘Ask such 
questions as, “Why would you like 
with this story?” “What words does the author 
use hold your interest?” Study, too, whether 
the story begins with exciting unusual 
incident the words character 
attract attention? writing paragraph the 
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use quotations effective. inspira- 
tional hobby, one might encourage the chil- 
dren collect verses from Scripture which 
are applicable various occasions. Before 
beginning, possible quotations questions 
might listed the board for the sake 
the less imaginative scholars and in- 
centive for the rest. will not long before 
this part the lesson can omitted 
children prefer make their own begin- 
nings and often surprise their cleverness 
creating unusual openings. 

Despite the fact that good opening arouses 
our interest, does not make composition. 
Consistency and harmony should prevail 
throughout the written work. order pull 
together the paragraph, good closing in- 
dispensable. Again should try provide 
examples this from short stories. the 
lower grades, one sentence may prove suffi- 
cient sum the paragraph. With older 
children, few more may desirable but 
should guard against writing too much. 
Our aim has been work for strong closing 
and brief résumé the story. 


Try Imitation 

the beginning each term have 
started the school year working para- 
graph from reproduction. this mean that 
brief selection was read the children 
which they rewrote their own words. The 
children were instructed jot down inter- 
esting phrasing words read for use 
‘later their own paragraphs. this way 
word freedom was developed. After reading 
the story, questioned the children what 
had been read. cases where little paragraph- 
ing had been done, wrote four five con- 
secutive questions the subject matter and 
had them answered paragraph form. in- 
troduction the form composition was 
thus given. The problem don’t know 
what say” was avoided and knowledge 
grammatical skills and punctuation were im- 
proved. After writing several these the 
children were ready for more original themes. 
Toward the middle the year spend 
three four lessons one composition 
order that the particular subject may well 
developed. Our first period composition 
devoted discussion the topic. This 
vital factor arousing enthusiasm. one 
fails this point the battle lost. During 
our second lesson, the outline built and 
the discussion reviewed. the third day 
vocabulary formed and the first draft the 
compositon written. night correct all 
themes for grammatical errors and punctua- 
tion and make suggestions for improvement. 
The fourth day finds the children rewriting 
and completing their work. time progresses 
and the more accustomed 
written work, the period shortened two 
days. the end the term the majority 


the- class should occasionally prepare and 


write short selections and stories home. 
foster enthusiasm have found that 
class magazine will bring forth many attempts 
literary work. This project need not 
elaborate involve mimeographing the 
printing separate copies for each child. 
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bulletin board with appropriate illustrations 
can changed into class paper and used 
for the same purposes:

the first the school year was quite 
distressed the way fifth and sixth graders 
spelled their history words. They were able 
get fine marks daily spelling, but when 
test history was given, their papers 
would returned with many words under- 
lined with red pencil because the poor 
spelling. realized that something would 
the looks their papers and also help

chart out piece tagboard two feet 
three feet. This divided into two sections 
one side for fifth-grade words and the other 
side for sixth-grade words. these two divi- 
sions, mounted pockets made dark blue 
construction paper. These were hold the 
little booklets containing the words for the 
week. 

Monday morning one member the 
class would the chart, and take the 
booklet that contained the words learned 
during the week. had prepared the list 
during the previous week end. The child 
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would copy the list the blackboard and 
the others would copy them their history 
workbooks. Several times during the week 
spelling test was given. this way was not 
hard for the children learn few difficult 
words each night. was surprising how much 
pleasure they derived from being able spell 
correctly such words as: Carthaginians, hiero- 
glyphics, and Hammurabi. They also received 
much enjoyment from receiving their papers 
returned minus the red marks. This chart not 
only proved great aid the children, but 
also made added attraction for the room. 
The small word booklets were made from 
bright colored construction paper and con- 
trasted with the blue pockets. The first thing 
visitor noticed upon entering our classroom 
was our colorful history chart. 

Sometimes wonder other teachers have 
tions for rapid review history. Several 
years ago started making set questions 
for each unit taught. Before teaching 
unit, would read over carefully and jot 
down small slips paper two three 
inches, the important words, phrases, dates, 
names thought they should remember: 
e.g., “Articles Confederation,” 
“What are the first ten amend- 
ments the Constitution called?” After teach- 
ing unit section that particular unit, 
were lengthy, would use these slips 
review the work taught. Maybe once week, 
would use these slips review all the work 
taught for week two-week period. Occa- 
sionally contest would held. The class 
would divided into two groups and the 
questions picked the teacher would 
asked the children—in way similar 
the old-fashioned spelling bee. For every 
correct answer given, one point would 
given that side. one team fails give 
the correct answer, the other side has the 
opportunity answer and try for the point. 
Another variation use the questions 
baseball game correct answers count- 
ing completed run. 

surprising see how much enjoyment 
the children seem derive from being able 
answer June those questions which were 
first asked September October. 

Although all this entails little extra work 
from time time, feel worth the 
effort for these particular reasons: (1) the 
sets questions can used over year after 
year, once they have been made; (2) these 
questions are left available all times for 
the children study their choice—a 
really private review; (3) helps the chil- 
dren pick out the really important high 
lights history.

Training for Responsibility

our kindergarten, groups average 
39. Because our sessions are short, only two 
hours daily for each the three groups, 
must budget our time. Our kindergarten has 
only one toilet and washroom which serves 
adequately for emergencies but which not 
adequate for general period. This makes 
necessary that use the school toilets. The 
kindergarten children then must walk down 
the hall some distance these toilets which 
are situated close and across from the 
principal’s office. There are classrooms 
passed. Often the teachers have the doors 
their classrooms open; therefore, our tiny 
charges must learn quiet the hall. 


Serious Approach 


could obtain the necessary quietness 
several ways. might make game this 
trip and achieve certain artificial silence 
with real training value. are pre- 
paring the child for school life and for life 
generally, want develop self-control. 
Why not then use serious approach this 
problem? Someone has said, and rightly so, 
that the characteristic childhood serious- 
ness. believe should respect this seri- 
ousness. Before the first trip down the hall, 
explain the children the reasons why this 
trip must taken, the privilege being 
allowed leave the room, the fact that noise 
disturbs, noise caused tramping feet, loud 
talking, whistling. Explain the difference 
between the freedom allowed the hall and 
that the kindergarten room. Speak the 
children who are working the classrooms 
and their need for quiet, the principal and 
her need for quiet. After this take the chil- 
dren see the children working their 
and the principal working her office 
they will understand more what “work- 
ing” and “need for quiet” mean. Ask the 
children they think they are big enough 
take the responsibility for quiet feet, walking 
feet, and quiet voices. there are some 
whom you see are not ready accept this

responsibility, let them take care their 
needs the kindergarten. Let those whom 
you feel are ready out through the hall. 
Make them feel that being ready 
sign that they are ready come school, 
that they are longer “babies.” some- 
thing for them proud that they 
understand about the need for quiet. 


Spiritual Motivation 

religion period children will love hear 
that each their own guardian angels glad 
see that the child loves growing 
this matter self-control. God the Father, 
knowing this child that has made, knowing 
that this child now old enough under- 
stand about being responsible for himself, 
pleased see him walking down the hall 
like the big boy girl that she is.

Each day before the classroom door 
opened and the children start out, the teacher 
must remind them this control. child 
forgets deliberately, the privilege going 
with the group must taken away until the 
child shows that willing try co- 
operate this matter quietness. 

When children report each, other 
well observe the child reported but 
remind the one reporting, “The important 
thing for you remember take care 
your own quietness. too bad John 
not helping, but are you?” 


Reasonable Sanctions 


after some training this control there 
are slips several the group even 
one for that matter, let those who have failed 
feel the seriousness the slip. Take these 
offenders the people they have disturbed. 
Ask those disturbed “Did you hear the noisy 
voices, the noisy feet the hall just now?” 
Then see the children know what they should 
say about it. Recently this happened some 
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group. They had disturbed the office, 
they went the principal and offered 
apology. The principal accepted their apology 
and let them know that she expected them 


keep their promise helping her 


work being quiet the hallway and the 
toilet. Having face the teacher the princi- 
pal and make apology has the desired effect 
helping the children see that the rules 
the school are made for good reason and 
must kept fairness others. well 
tell children and help really. 
“When you act like babies the older children 
think that you are babies and that why 
they sometimes call you ‘kindergarten babies.’ 
you not want them call you that, 
show them that you are not babies but big 
boys and girls.” 

Training not matter scolding 
being severe and hard. matter 
patience, firmness, and persistence. 
matter consistency. 

The same seriousness should brought 
the dismissal period. Children should un- 
derstand that dressing and undressing are 
work and not play. This not time for 
dawdling and noisy conversation. Quiet con- 
versation with the teacher with one’s 
neighbor order. The teacher may need 
speak the entire group but unless voices 
are kept quiet and controlled she will not 
heard unless she raises her voice. teacher 
wishes raise her voice. Only rude people 
talk loudly each other. Often parents are 
waiting outside for and should not keep 
our busy mothers and fathers waiting. 


The Teacher’s Techniques 


prepare for this quietness dismissal, 
bring the children together group 
meeting. Wait until they are attentive and 
controlled. Name few time get their 
wraps. the children wait chosen 
speak such manner: “Look your 
clothes, see you have plaid your shirts 
skirts. you have you may get your 
wraps,” “All who have bow their hair 
may get their wraps,” “All the boys who 
have neckties may go.” means such 
directions the children are sent the cloak- 
room few time. Those waiting are 
most anxious for their turn come and are 
forced give their attention. Unconsciously 
they increase their understanding word 
meanings. Day day they become accus- 
tomed such words striped, plaid, woolen, 
cotton, silk, etc. 

noisy atmosphere develops spite 
the precautions taken, touch the piano 
giving our listening signal which one tone 
repeated. ask the children they have for- 
gotten listen their own voices. remind 
them that only the ones whom they are 
speaking need hear them. praise those 
who have dressed quickly, commenting that 
they have done because they have kept 
their job. 

children home they finish dressing 
because, having our own kindergarten en- 
trance, that the convenient way. soon 
number are dressed and ready, stand 
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the door. Standing there gives op- 
portunity check how well each child 
dressed against the weather. can remind 
each one take home his her work 
apron washed, receipt which mother 
will want have. chance comment 
the work the day, “That was nice 
job building that you did today; tomor- 
row wish you would show what you can 
with finger paint, clay, brushes.” 
“You did such nice job taking care 
your voice today when you were building that 
you may plan having turn soon you 
like.” 


Supplement the Home 


kindergarten supplement the home, 
and this the only real justification for 
kindergarten, should train children for re- 
sponsibility.

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TEACHING DEVICES

Spelling may made interesting many 
ways. For the first semester, ladder drawn 
the blackboard, with many rounds 
there are words this week’s lesson.

How 
can get the most for our money? What 
must assist the architect planning? 
These are only few very many questions 
that the average person cannot answer. St.

Functional Design, Key Economy and 
Utility Catholic Architecture

There vital need for co-operation between 
owner and architect, particularly the defini-

ing materials, painstaking care super- 
vision, can make for errors fundamental 
design. 

Administrators should give this information 
the architect the outset the program: 
what purpose will the building serve, brief 
history plant, plans for future development, 
complete survey, precise knowledge topog- 
raphy, site restriction, availability utilities, 
how ground slopes, what happens below sur- 
face, what buildings exist and what may 
foreseen, trees worth preserving, connections 
for sewer, water, and gas, where sun rises and 
sets, where prevailing winds blow winter 
and summer, range temperature, rainfall, 
permissible occupancy height, 
setback restrictions, desirable outlook from 
site, availability transportation, and the 
character and trend neighborhood develop- 
ment. 

Cost construction one three mutually 
dependent factors: quantity, quality, and cost. 
any one absolute that fact should 
made known. Experience and prudence will 
indicate that quality less flexible than you 
might believe. So-called temporary expend- 
able construction seldom retires its expected 
life’s end. 

Should you have difficulty formulating 
your program, enlist aid the architect. 
you have building committee which will pass 
your plans eventually, clarify your pro- 
with them early possible. 

Imagination, judgment, and experience play 
important parts preliminary study your 
building requirements; sufficient time and 
thought invested now will pay handsome 
dividends during construction and years 
come.

Unless the home restored its 
rightful place and sphere influence 
our educational scheme, unless the home 
made the keystone all our educa- 
tional thought and planning, our schools 
will continue suffer, our society will 
continue give evidence moral dis- 
integration. The home and the school 
must allotted their respective roles 
and due proportion accorded each. 
The school must recognized for what 
is; namely, the supplement the 
home the successful education the 
children. 

school institution wherein 
the mind, the heart, and the will are 
trained can erect spiritual and cultural 
edifice that will endure only propor- 
tion the firm foundation given the 
children the home. school can never 
replace the home the essential organ 
for the training the children.
